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FOREWORD

From  the  Choir 
Supper  to  Christian  Education,  from  coupons  to  worship, 
no  matter  what  the  work  may  be,  it  is  done  to  the  glory  of 
God  and  to  the  strengthening  of  the  work  of  His  Church, 
in  other  countries,  in  domestic  missions,  and  in  this  Parish.
